The Needle Gun. 


1. The range of the needle-gun is from 
1,200 to 1,400 yards, and not four or five 
miles. 

2. The movements of loading are execu- 
ted with the right hand, as follows: An 
upward stroke with the palm of the right 
hand against the chamber knob opens the 
brecch, the cartridge is inserted into the 
cavity of the barrel, a push forward and a 
downward stroke of the chamber knob 
with the right hand closes the breech, and 
another push onthe needle chamber (with its 
spiral spring) completes the loading and 
the rifle is ready for “fire.” During the 
whole movement the gun held with the left 
hand, ata “ ready.” 

3. The gun is never loaded or reloaded 
while at “aim,” simply because it is im- 
possible to do so. 

4. The powver is not ignited at the rear 
end of the cartridge, but next to the bail, 
where the igniting matter is placed ina 
kind of socket of papier mache; and this is 
what gives more power to the ball, the 
powder burning from the front to the rear. 

5. cartridge is made up—ball in 
front, socket with igniting matter, powder. 
The shape of the ball resembles the shape 
of a cucumber, and is called long-lead. 

6. The recoil of the gun is only felt 
when it becomes very much heated and 
the air-chamber filled with the refuse of 
powder. When clean, no recoil is felt at

CaNninG Tomatozs.—In the Syracuse 
Union we find the following: The most 
thorough and reliable mode of cannin 
tomatoes is as follows: They are just suf- 
ficiently steamed, not cooked, to scald or 
loosen the skin, and are then poured upon 
tables and the skin removed, care being 
taken to preserve the tomato in as solid a 
atate as possible. After being peeled, they 
are placed in large pans. with false bot- 
toms perforated with holes, so as to strain 
off the liquid that emanates from them. 
From these pans they are earefully ye 
bv hand into the cans, which are filled as 
solidiy as possible—in other words, all are 
putin that the cans will held. They are 
then put through the usual process and 
hermetically sealed. The cans, when 
opened for use, present the tomato not only 
like the natural vegetable in taste and color, 
but also in appearance; and, moreover. 
when thus scalded, they are warranted to 
keep in any climate, and when opened, will 
taste as naturally as when thus plucked 
from the vine.
